John Hudgens bought land in Cumberland county 

VA in 1749 (he was "of Caroline county"). Martha 
Holloway was daughter of John and Hannah Spiers 
Holloway of Southam Parish, Cumberland county. 
Martha died before her husband, and John willed 
that his three underage children, William b ca 1745, 
James b ca 1743, and Mary, would be under the care 
of William Allen, William Hix, and Robert Hud- 
gens, respectively. A James and his family 

moved in 1811 to the Smith and Cheatham county 
area in TN. Another James, believed to be the 

one b ca 1743,died in Cumberland county, will 

pr. 1823. Mary Hudgens m Francis Flippen, son 

of Ralph and Martha Flippen. 


William Hudgens served as Lt. in Virginia Militia 
in RW from Cumberland county. His wife was dau- 
ghter of Ralph and Martha Scott Flippen. His 
heirs were his four children: John, Jean, Polly 
(all put under the guardianship of fe brother, 
James), and Sally (guardian to be his wife's 
sister, Mary Flippen Merryman). His brother 
James was urged to "come and live on the plan- 
tation where I now live." Son John inherited 

the plantation and slaves. 


This John Hudgens is believed to be the William 
John Hudgens in census records, as all his heirs' 
ages indicate. There were seven children sur- 
viving in 1839: William S., Albert G., Henry V., 
John A., Martha, Robert W., and Mary E. (the last 
underage in 1839). According to will, Robert W. 
was apparently not living in Gunther Land county 

at that time. All the other above children are 
on 1840 Cumberland Co VA census. 


Robert W. Hudgens married the daughter of Thomas 
Pitman and Susan Rose of Lancaster county VA 

ca 1830/35 and left VA about 1837/39. They are . 
in Layfayette Co MS in 1840, not—feend in eensus |} i

They had three children: Frederick Mortimer, 
Henry Thomas (probably never married, killed at 
Shiloh), and Virginia (m Levi Norrell and had 
3 sons and 1 daughter).

Frederick Mortimer Hudgens married the dau- 

ghter of Ennes Ford. He had one son by this 
woman, who reportedly was half-Cherokee (not 
proved), after he returned from CSA. The son 
was first named Ennes Mortimer, but when the 
mother died a month after his birth, his name was 
changed to Virgil Mortimer. The young mother is 
buried in Carroll Par., LA, and it is not known 
if they were living there when the child was born. 
Frederick Mortimer then returned to Ashley Co AR 
and married Mildred Ann Hogue, and they had 13 
children, of whom 9 lived to adulthood: Robert 
Wiley, Martha Ola, Sueana Rose, Katie Fisher, 
Albert Walton, Mary Jane "Mame", Preston Fitz- 
hugh, Eugenia Irene, and William Pitman. Fred- 
erick is buried in Chicot Co, bat=tombstone-heas: 
rot—been--found. 


Virgil Mortimer Hudgens was possibly born in 
Carroll Parish LA. He was raised by his step- 
mother. Ada Mae Scott was the daughter of 

William Henry Scott, Sr. There were five children 
of the marriage: Robert Horace Hudgens (m, no 


children), Frederick Henry Hudgens (see No. 7),
